Buildings. 


Seventeen Adam s county students in 
the P ennsylvania State College adopt­ 
ed resolutions endorsing the campaign 
for a “Greater Penn S tate” at a mass 
meeting held on the campus last Fri­ 
day. 
Similar resolutions were voted 
sim ultaneously by students o f the oth­ 
er six ty -six counties. 
On Saturday 
hundreds of parents of the young men 
and women, gathered for the annual 
F ath er’s Day, in their turn endorsed 
the plans for development o f Penn 
S tate and its creation as the state 
university. 
President John M. Thomas was the 
principal speaker at both students’ anti 
fath ers’ m eetings. 
He explained the 
plan which has been adopted by the 
Board o f Trustees and the Alumni A s­ 
sociation to secure a fund of $2,000,000 
from alumni and friends for health 
and w elfare buildings. 
Dr. Thomas 
em phasized the fact that the raising 
of this sum is not the chief purpose 
of the m ovem ent for a greater Penn 
State. 
It is proposed to establish the 
Pennsylvania State 
College as 
the 
Pennsylvania State U niversity, with 
facilities for givin g higher education

every boy or girl in the

who m ay desire it. 
A t the present

intestinal tract and tho ceca or blind 
pouches distended with a bloody, semi­ 
solid m ass or one which is hard or 
core-like. 
The crop and gizzard will 
no doubt be filled with feed. 
County Agent Paul Hoffman sug­ 
gests that the chicks be supplied with 
all the milk they will drink and that 
a disinfectant, such as hydrochloric 
or carbolic acid be put in the drinking 
water, at the rate of one teaspoonful 
of acid to every gallon of water.

the difestive system is impaired, care 
must he taken in feeding.
